This provision of the new act 
clears up any legal doubts of 
the city’s rigAt to assume the 
authority to levy the tax in a 
charter provision.

Adoption of a charter amend- 
ment requires apprvval by three- 
fifths or 60 per cent of those 
voting. -A revised charter could 
be adopted by a simple majority, 
but it would recuire several 
months at least to set up a 
board of freeholders and to 
araft an entire new charter for 
the city. 

Thus, the city administration 
is confronted with several 
choices. It might decide to fore- 
go the ordinance referendum in 
favor of a charter amendment 
election. One advantage of this 
would be that the charter 
amendment could be submitted 
at a special election whereas the 
new statute requires the ordi- 
nance referendum be submitted 
at a primary or general election. 
Charter authority also would be 
permanent. 

On the other hand, the char- 
ter amendment would require 
a 60 per cent majority while the 
ordinance could be approved by 
a simple majority but would 
continue the tax only for three 
years.

Mayor Tucker in his annual 
address to the aldermen yester- 
day at the first session of the 
new fiscal year urged an ordi- 
nance calling for the election 
of freeholders to draft a new 
charter for the city.

Even so, it was ‘one of the 

frankest statements Red China 
‘has made in recent weeks of 
‘guarded commentary on the In- 
'dochinese war and the Geneva 
conference. 
The broadcast was based on a 
long editorial in the Peiping 
People’s Daily on “the mission 
‘for consolidating peace in Asia 
‘and the whole world.” 

After declaring Red China is 
“vigilant against the military 
ventures which the United 
States is now stepping up,” the 
‘radio added, “the Chinese peo- 
'ple ... advocate peace and op-

aggression against them, they 
will certainly not refrain from 
doing something about it... . 
“The Chinese people ... will 
unite more closely with peace- 
loving peoples in Asia and the 
Test of the world to fight for the 
‘common objective of a peaceful 
settlement of the Korean ques- 
tion and the restoration of peace 
in Indochina.”

ENATOR McCARTHY’S charges that the Army's case against 
himself and his subcommittee’s chief counsel, Roy Cohn, are 
a personal vendetta to cover up what he calls “misconduct 


and possible law violations” are barefaced lies. If the Senator 
makes those charges without the protection of Senatorial im- 
munity, I will guarantee a lawsuit which he will not be able 


to drop. , 

Senator McCarthy in his an- 
swers to the Army's specifica- 
tions of his misconduct has in 
his references to me reached 
the high mark of scandalous 
malice and the low mark of 
cowardly ifresponsibility. 


The Senator knows well that | 


I had no connection with his at- 
tack on the Army and its re- 
sistance to his improper conduct 
until Senator Potter requested 
on March 8, 1954, from the Sec- 
retary of Defense full details 
of the special favors granted to 
Senator Mc- 
Carthy also knows tht I never 
had any notice of the Senator's 
investigation of me until March 
22, 1954, some time after the 
Army report on the McCarthy- 
Cohn-Schine improper pressures 
for special favors had been filed. 
The Senator also knows that as 
soon as I heard he was investi- 
gating me I referred all I had 
heard to the Department of Jus- 
tice (on March 29, 1954) and de- 
manded a full investigation of 
my past conduct and the Sena- 
tor’s charges which he was then 
leaking around Washington. 


Senator McCarthy is pursuing 
his usual tactics. He is cornered 
and is attempting a diversionary 
move.

The allegation that there has 
been anything illegal or even un- 
ethical in my financial or gov- 
ernmental history is both mali- 
cious and dishonest. 

It is unfortunate that a per- 
son as irresponsible as Sénator 
McCarthy is in a position to at- 
tack decent people. 

My financial interest in 
what Senator McCarthy calls 
a “private ship supply firm” 
has beeti well known in gov- 
ernment and elsewhere since

Taxes collected in St. Louis 
county last year totaled $24,- 
285,083, an increase of $2,500,-

Scandinavian Airlines has

This phase of the situation has 
precipitated what some news- 
papers in Sweden, Norway and 
Denmark call “the battle for 
Los Angeles.” These newspapers 
suggest that American aircraft 
landing rights in Scandinavia be 
canceled unless Scandinavian 
Airlines is permitted a Cali- 
fornia terminal for its trans- 
polar flights. 

One newspaper compares the 
attitude of American objectors to 
the proposed route to that of the 
Japanese nation before Commo- 
dore Perry’s expedition opened 
up that. country to the world. 

Sweden, Norway and Denmark 
consider this proposal of such 
‘importance that their ambassa- 
‘dors’ are pressing the matter 
with the United States State De- 
partment. The ambassadors are 
stressing the view that the route 
between Copenhagen and Los 
Angeles would not draw traffic 
from other lines, but would in- 
stead generate mostly new traf- 
— 

They argue too, that a travel- 
-er, able to go across the polar 
regions one way, and for the 
same fare make his return trip 
across the Atlantic, would cer- 
tainly do so. It would enable 
him to see twice as much. And 
in addition, it would stimulate 
air travel in the United States, 
they say, since the West Coast 
traveler, who returned via the 
Atlantic route, would most like- 
ly complete his journey to the 
West Coast by air. 

The Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce, and other Pacific 
Coast groups, are backing the

ANKARA, April 21 (AP)— 
President Grant beat President 
Truman to the punch by more 
than 70 years with military aid 
to Turkey. Shukru Kasabolu, 
local historian, says the Sultan 
sought to buy 600,000 Spring- 
field rifles from the United 
States some months bef Rus- 
sia declared war, in April 1877.

Back in the buttoh brush ahd 
around the water willow weeds 
the crappies ase beginning to 
spawn. May is the chosen spawn- 
ing month for these panfish, but 
due to the mild spring they are 
somewhat earlier than usual. 
Time of spawning is associated 
with a water temperature of 
about 68 degrees. 

Unlike the different species of 
black bass and sunfishes, the 
crappies are not colonial nest 
builders. Root wads, brushy 
areas, and weed clumps are fa- 
vorite sites for their nesting 
activities. The depth of the 
water is of little consequence; 
it may vary from 10 inches to 10 
feet, but weeds and brush are 


seldom found in the extreme | 
depths and, for this reason, most | 
fishermen prefer to try their) 


luck near the shoreline of the 
lakes where brush and weeds 
predominate. 

The average crappie weighs 
about 10 ounces, but fish weigh- 
ing five pounds have been re-| 
ported. A three-pound crappie | 
is about the maximum in weight 
in Missouri waters. These fish 
are very prolific in their spawn- 
ing habits and one. weighing 
one and one-half pounds may 
produce as many as 150,000 
eggs. There are two species, the 
white and black, but in’ most of 
the man-made lakes the white is 
the predominating species. Ac-| 
eee to fishery experts, they | 
afe a short-lived fish, seldom, 
reaching the age of five or six | 
years. 

There are no catch or posses- 
Sion limits and they may be. 
taken from any of the major | 
impoundments throughout the 
year. 

They Like Minnows Best. 

Minnows are their favorite 
food. Fishing from a boat is 
often more advantageous than 
fishing from the shore because 
the concentration of these’ 
spawning fish is usually found 
where the shoreline has grown 
dense with willows extending 
out in the water, and the fisher- 
man is at disadventage trying 
to place the bait in favorable 
territory that can easily be'| 
reached by boat. Small artificial | 
lures, trolled slowly in the shal- 
lows, will usually produce a fair 
catch. | 

Outboard motors are used by 
many anglers to find the “hot 
spots” and, if a location is not 
productive, the fishermen move 
on unt a school is found. If 
the fish are not frightened away, 
it is possible to catch a full 
stringer of these speckled beau- 
ties without chatiging location. 

About the time the crappies 
start spawning in the weeds and 
brush, the white bass start mi- 
grating upstream to spawn. Con- 
trary to the habits of the crap- 
pies, they prefer shallow, swift- 
flowing waters for their activi- 
ties. Every shallow creek and | 
stream flowing into the major 
impoundments will be their des- 
tination. They are found, how- 
ever, in numbers only in Wappa- 
pello, Lake of thé Ozarks, Bull 
Shoals and Norfork. Norfork 
possibly has a larger population 
of white bass than the other 
three. In this lake in 1951, 44.6 
per cent of the catch was white 
bass. 

Only since the inception of 
the man-made lakes have they 
become one of the better known 
game fishes. They are also called 
striped bass and silver bass and 
are members of the sea-bass 
family. This species is believed 
to owe its origin to marine rela- 
tives which became landlocked 
in fresh water. They have long 
been common, however, in the 
Mississippi river and were 
placed in Iowa lakes scores of 
years ago from fish caught in 
fish rescue work from the Mis- 
sissippi. 

Schools of Great Size. 

Unlike any other species of 
fish, they feed in schools of fan- 
tastic proportions. Schools have 
been sighted that would cover 
an acre and each school is of 
uniform size, The schools travel 
just Beneath the surface of the 
water and usually start feeding 
an hour or so before dusk. 
Their savage rushes send schools 
of small shad frantically skip- 
ping across the surface of the 
water. When feeding near the 
surface they will take almost 
any bait offered—as long as it 
is white. One group of fisher- 
men, having used up their min- 
nows, impaled small, narrow 
strips of white handkerchiefs on 
their hooks and kept right on 
catching a striper on nearly 
every cast. 

Although white bass are said 
to be shorter-lived than even 
the crappie, a limit of nine is 
imposed because they are as yet 
not too numerous in the im- 
oundments. Very few white 
te live beyond four years of 
age and the females have been 
known to produce the astound- 
ing number of more than one- 
half million eggs. They are the 
beau brummels of the fresh 
water fishes. Bright silver in 
color, with the underparts 
tinged with yellow, and wear- 
ing four or more longitudinal 
pin stripes down their sides, 
they are the gentlemen of the 
piscatorial world in their formal 
morning attire. 

Both the white bass and crap- 
pie are delicious table fishes 
and, while they do not do battle 
with the savage fury of a fight- 
ing smallmouth in a swift Ozark 
stream, when taken on a light 
fly rod they will manage to 
increase the blood pressure of 
anyone who lays claim to being 
“a gentleman of the angle.”

No Provision for Influence 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Senator McCarthy has asked the 
Army to furnish him a report show- 
ing requests on the part of members 
of Congress since 1941 for special 
treatment for members of the armed 
forces. 

David Lawrenée, in his syndicated 
column, said recently that many sol- 
diers received favored treatment at 
the request of Congress during World 
War II and since, so why all this 
fuss over the efforts to secure spe- 
cial treatment for Private Schine? 

During World War II the writer 
was on duty three and a half years 
at the Army reception center at Jef- 
-ferson Barracks, first as executive 
officer and later as commanding of- 
ficer. The basic function of the re- 
ception center was the classification 
and assignment of personne], 

More than 25,000 newly inducted 
soldiers passed through the reception 
center during the period referred to 
and in that number I never heard 
of a soldier with “political influ- 
ence.” 


If any Congressmen ever re- 
quested that a man be excused 
from KP or given a special pass, I 
never heard of it, and I do not be- 
lieve that political influence was ever 
used in an attempt to interfere with 
a soldier's assignment. 

During the war, assignments were 
’ @etermined primarily by careful con- 

sideration of each man’s abilities, ap- 
titudes, education, employment his- 
tory, etc. The procedure was set out 
in explicit detail in Army regulations 
and at no step in the process was 
there any provision for political in- 
fluence. 

Jt was also a part of my official 
«Guty to pass on applicants for admis- 
sion to Officer Candidate Schools. At 
no time was an effort made by any- 
one to use influence in behalf of an 
‘applicant for O.C.S.

Everything-Saving Time

~ Now that daylight saving is almost 
upon us, a few suggestions may be in 
order. 
“ As daylight is not too far away 

m 4 a.m., why not call that hour 
7 o'clock? That would give us three 
additional light hours a day instead 
of one. Think what that would 
mean—all baseball games in day- 
light; municipal opera maiinees in- 
stead of night performances; tennis, 
golf and amateur contests unlimited!

The Legislature's eleventh-hour earnings-tax 
authorization, conditional as it is, gives meaning 
to Mayor Tucker’s recommendation of a $100,- 
000,000 bond issue for the rehabilitation of St. 
Louis—which otherwise would have been about 
as substantial as a wind-chased wisp of cloud 
in the spring sky. 

Even as matters now stand, a stronger base 
for such bonds will be sought by the city. After 
all, the Aldermen may renew the tax for rough- 
ly one year. If it is submitted to a referendum 
and gets a favorable vote, it can be kept in force 
until April of 1957. But its indefinite collection 
is contingent on the adoption of a city charter 
amendment or a new charter specifically sanc- 
tioning the levy. And without indefinite assur- 
ance of the $8,000,000-a-year income represent- 
ed by this tax, St. Louis simply will not have 
real financial stability. 

So Mayor Tucker is fully justified in calling 
for the selection of a new board of freeholders 
to draft a modern substitute for the antique 
under which the city government now tries to 
operate. Trué, a proposed new charter was de- 
feated in 1950 after a campaign of flagrant 
misrepresentation. - 

* * * 

Since then, however, most St. Louisans have 
learned quite a bit about the inadequacies of 
their municipal government—especially its de- 
pendence on men in Jefferson City who show 
little knowledge—and sometimes it seems, less 
concern—for problems of the state’s largest city. 

This has been displayed not only in the re- 
peated and arduous pleas for the earnings-tax 
renewal. Another instance cited by the Mayor 
is the ruling of Missouri's Attorney General 
that St. Louis may not use parking-meter in- 
come to finance off-street parking arrangements. 
Could anythine be more exclusively of local 
concern? 

As the Mayor said. the state has nibbled 
away more and more at the city’s powers of 
self-government. This in spite of the increase 
in state taxes collected here. So surely the time 
has come for St. Louis to take advantage of the 
new state Constitution which allows it to take 
more of its own affairs into its own hands, if it 
is so minded. 

The Mayor mentioned many needs in conhec- 
tion with his bond proposal—more adequate hos- 
pitals, expressways and traffic improvements, 
better fire protection, more parks and play- 
grounds and so on. These will make the differ- 

ence between progress and decay. Their full 
achievement certainly depends on a greatef 
measure of home rule. 


« . * 


Even this, however, will‘not be enough if there 
is not a new spirit of community responsibility 
in the Board of Aldermen. This aspect of the 
Mayor’s message inevitably was somewhat 
eclipsed by interest in the tax and the improve- 
ment bonds. Yet it is equally important. So long 
as “aldermanic courtesy,’ through spot zoning 
and disregard for the professional counsel of 
such agencies as the City Plan Commission, con- 
tributes to the creation of new slums while old 
ones are being eliminated by new housing proj- 
ects and the like, St. Louis will not get very far. 

In pigeonholing the ordinance for fluoridat- 
ing the city’s water supply and in crippling the 
master traffic plan for the sake of just 91 down- 
town parking spaces, the Aldermen hardly 
showed true civic spirit. And such a spirit must 
be re-developed—St. Louis formerly had it to 
an extent that was envied throughout the United 
States—if the most is to be made of the tem- 
porary opportunity granted by the legislative 
earnings-tax extension and the long-range op- 
portunity available through charter revision. 

Mayor Tucker was very blunt about this. It 
is good that he was. Nobody has a better right 
than the Mayor to emphasize that henceforth 
St. Louis must take charge of its own future.

A subcommittee of the Chicago City Council 
has unanimously recommended fluoridation of 
the: municipal water supply so as to attack den- 
tal decay in children..

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The Uncomplicated Way 

Ambassador Lodge, in his address to the As- 
sociated Press, did what Secretary Dulles had 
done in his Overseas Press Club speech March 
29.'He made a strong, almost bitter speech 
against admission of Communist China to the 
United Nations—and couched his denunciation 
in language which carefully left the door open 
to ultimate admission maybe. 

Very much as the Secretary of State did 
three weeks ago, Ambassador Lodge read a cata- 
log of what he called Communist China’s “rec- 
ord of war and savagery,” and promised that in 
view of this record, the United States will “re- 
sist all masieuvers” zor admission of the Peiping 
regime to the U.N. “on mere promises of good 
behavior.” 

This can be construed as suggesting, nega- 
tively, that Peiping might win admission to the 
U.N. by offeririg something more than ‘mere 
promises.” Secretary Dulles, in the same nega- 
tive way, had hinted that performance, not 
promises, would be insisted on—such perform- 
ance, he implied, as the unification of Korea, 


- the cessation of aid to Ho Chi Minh in Indochina, 


and the cessation of propaganda attacks on the 
United States. 
Are Mr. Dulles and Mr. Lodge trying to say, 


in a complicated way, that the admission of 
Peiping to the U.N. might some day be ac- 
quiesced in by this country—on certain condi- 
tions? If so, they must be creating difficulties 
for themselves in case they ever have to make 
good. By the violence of their attacks on the 
Chinese Communists, and the vehemence of 
their vows to fight U.N. admission, they are 
firing up public opinion against a move which 
on this theory, they may some day want to 
make. 

If Secretary Dulles really intends to say that 
this country might trade Peiping’s admission to 
the U.N. for certain peaceable acts by Peiping, 
why, we wonder, does he not just say so? 
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Now Get It Going 

Senator McCarthy's latest biast makes one 
thing clear: the Senate inquiry into his feud 
with jhe Army cannot begin a second too soon. 

This time the Wisconsin Republican accuses 
President Eisenhower's selection as general 
counsel of the Depaytment of Defense, H. Struve 
Hensel, of “misconduct and possible law viola- 
tion” in office. The Senator represents Mr. Hen- 
sel, who is now Assistant Secretary of Defense 
under Charles E. Wilson, as having “every mo- 
tivation to act as he did in attempting to dis- 
credit the subcommittee.” 

Mr. Hensel, professionally a New York law- 
yer, who has served as Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy and consultant to the National Securi- 
ty Resources Board, replies with an answer that 
is short and anything but sweet, The McCarthy 
statements about him, says Mr. Hensel, are 
“barefaced lies.” 

The Administration’s Assistant Secretary of 
Defense does not stop with that. He says that 
if Senator McCarthy will make his same charges 
without the protection of senatorial immunity, 
the accused official “will gywarantee” a_ suit 
against Senator McCarthy that the latter “cannot 
drop.” 

This last is a sharp gibe at Senator McCarthy 
for having dropped his $2,000,000 libel suit 
against William E. Benton, former Senator from 
Connecticut. The Wisconsin inquisitor gave the 
lame excuse that no one believed the Benton 
charges against him so Senator McCarthy could 
not prove in court that he was slandered. Since 
that weak runout, thousands of citizens have 
volunteered the information that they believe 
what Senator Benton said. 

For the most part the McCarthy rejoinder is 
"a rehash. But the attack on Mr. Hensel appears 
to be .a new character smear. For already 
Senator McCarthy has backed away from Mr. 
Hensel’s challenge to the Senator to repeat his 
charges out of the Senate so his words would 
be open to a slander suit. 

The issue is what it has been for weeks: who 
lied, Senator McCarthy or Army officials? Let 
nothing further delay the start of the inquiry 
whose primary purpose is to find out! 
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Stay With It, Alcoa 

After all the nice things that have’ been said 
about the Aluminum Company of America for 
sponsoring the Edward R. Murrow television 
program, “See It Now,” it would be the deep- 
est of ironies if Alcoa found this little adven- 
ture in controversy more than it could take. 

But Alcoa is nervous. At a*recent stockholders’ 
meeting, President I. W. Wilson said that the 
company’s position, in view of Mr. Murrow’s 
controversy with Senator McCarthy, is ‘‘not a 
comfortable one.’ He added that Alcoa is “‘giv- 
ing and will continue to give very serious 
thought” to the sponsorship of TV programs. 

More than one TV viewer has felt that news 
commentary and the handling of public affairs 
on the video screen came of age with Mr. Mur- 
row’s telecasts. Here was searching, penetrating 
analysis of current évents without fear, and a 
private corporation’s sponsorship of such-a pro- 
gram took on special luster. 

Whether the viewer agrees with Mr. Murrow 
or with Senator McCarthy, this kind of program 
is good for TV and good for the public. That is 
why we hope that the “very serious, thought” 
which Alcoa is giving to the matter will lead 
to continuation of its sponsorship of a fine pub- 
lic service. 
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12,000 Mentally Ill Are the Losers 


B. E. Ragland, who was opposed by virtually 
every professional and civic organization that 
spoke out, has been confirmed by the Missouri 
Senate to a second five-year term, as director 
of the State Division of Mental Diseases. 

Mr. Ragland opposed all efforts to, give treat- 
ment, rather than mere custodial care, to Mis- 
souri’s 12,000 mentally ill, according to Repre- 
sentative Garnholz of St. Louis county. Mr, 
Garnholz ought to know, for he headed a House 
investigation of state eleemosynary institutions. 

The responsibility rests first on Gov. Donnel- 
ly, who reappointed this patronage appointee 
of former Gov. Forrest Smith. Responsibility 
rests next on the Missouri Senate’s’s Committee 
on Public Health and Welfare, which recom- 
mended confirmation after a public heaping in 
which Mr. Ragland’s unfitness was explained. 

There was never any question that if the 
Ragland appointment was recommended to the 
Senate it would be confirmed. The Senate voted 
by voice in closed session, so there is no public 
knowledge of how the vote stood there. The 
Public Health and Welfare Committee also voted 
secretly, so it is not known who are the seven 
that voted to recommend confirmation and who 
are the four that refrained from voting.

During that same year, the committee 
conducted 157 investigations, examined

Security Is Tightened

the removal of Communists in key de- 
fense plants.

It has caused a tightening of security 
regulations in the Government Printing 
Office and inspired reform in State De- 
partment foreign personnel files. Secu- 


rity regulations at the Fort Monmouth . 


N.J. have, too, undergone improvement. 

Procedure against balky witnesses has 
been instituted through the Senate and 
Justiee Department. 


As a result of the committee's activi- 
ties, the GPO and the Army have ruled 
that employes invoking the Fifth 
Amendment will be dismissed. 


President Eisenhower amended the 
Government’s personnel regulations to 
permit all departments to adopt a sim- 
ilar rule. A bill is pending in the Con- 
gress which will make such a rule man- 
datory.* General Electric Corp. and the 
International Telephone and Telegraph 
Co. adopted a similar personnel rule. 


As a direct result of the committee's 
probing into the Peress case, the Army 
has just made a sworn loyalty statement 
compulsory for commissioned personnel 
and for warrant officers. Other services 
will probably adopt the requirement. 

In checking the type of books dis- 
played by the State Department's infor- 
mation libraries abroad the committee 
found that 300 of the authors have 
Communist party front records, 12 have 
been identified as Russiam espionage 
agents, 15 as “hard-core” Communists 
and 21 others have invoked the Fifth 
Amendment at various hearings. 


‘Sinister Red Undertaking’ 


The plain truth is that the McCarthy 
committee is doing a needed job which 
cannot be done by afhy other group or 
agency. It has become popular to “hate” 
McCarthy. but before any American 
adds his voice to the hue and cry he 
would do well to familiarize himself 
with what the subcommittee has done. 

More, he would do well to keep in 
mind that none desires the McCarthy 
committee’s undoing more fervently 
than the Communists who are working 
round the clock to bring the committee 
into disfavor and disrepute. 

He who adds a voice to that of the 
pack clamoring to bring Senator Mc- 
Carthy down may be participating in 
one of the most sinister Red undertak- 
ings this country has yet witnessed.

His first posts and his 
first action and wounds serve only to 
sharpen the delights they find in each 
other and Sarah compensates in part 
for their separation by a new interest 
in wifely pursuits. 

But Robert is reported missing on a 
flight to London from the Mediterra- 
nean and Sarah is cast adrift again. 

: She embarks on a 
feverish search for 
the image of Rob- 
ert which leads her 
into one temporary 
alliance after an- 
other and eventual- 
ly into a promis- 
cuity that she jus- 
tifies in her own 
mind. 

With the war's 
end, she begins an 
actual search for 
Robert in Spain, 
where he might 
have found refuge 
after the storm had 
destroyed his plane. This also proves 
futile as regards Robert, but Sarah 
does find a more or less idyllic romance 
with a Spanish shepherd that in some 
mystic way rejuvenates her spirit. 

Cleansed by her pilgrimage to Spain, 
she returns to London and becomes an 
active member of her father’s firm. On 
her father’s death, she takes more of a 
part in the company’s affairs and goes

to India to visit the plantations that 


are the sources of the firm’s product. 

India is another spiritual revelation 
to Sarah, although her own sensations 
‘again lead her into a contretemps with 
a native that might have meant her de- 
struction.

D- YOU remember Sam Small, ’Erbert Pin-

Well, it hap- 
pens that O’Malley 
was so encouraged 
by his reception

J. PAT O'MALLEY. land, he returned, 
took out his citizenship papers, and, as he 
phrases it, has been “a Yankee Doodle boy and 
all that sort of stuff” ever since. 

As a Yankee Doodle boy, he’s had a varied 
career in movies, theater, and TV, playing 
everything from a politician in “Of Thee I 
Sing,” to the front.end of a horse in “The 
Adventures of Ichabod Crane and Mr. Toad.” 
At present, he’s appearing at the American 
Theater here as Police Inspector Hubbard, a 
Scotland Yard detective, in “Dial M for Mur- 
der,” the thriller starring Maugjce Evans. This 
is his first visit to St. Louis, and as'a Yankee 
(baseball) fan, he wanted to know what in the 
world had happened to the Cardinals. We 
weren't able to tell him.

GOING BACK to his Lancashire dialect days, 
O'Malley still marvels at the quirk of fate that 
enabled him to hit his first professional jackpot, 
Dialect monologues hadn’t been part of his 
stock in trade before his American tour. He'd 
been a musician and a comedian in England, 
starting in 1928 when he and some Cambridge 
classmates, inspired by the imported American 
jazz records of the Dixielanders and the Cotton 
Pickers, which they eagerly awaited, started 
their own band, the Cambridge Night Watch- 
men. O'Malley played drums and guitar and 
sang the funny songs. When he came to the 
attention of Jack Hylton, then known as the 
European King of Jazz, he continued as a 
musician and comedian. 


x * 


IN 1935, THE BAND, along with Alec Temple- 
ton, came to this country for a tour and a 39- 
week radio series. About their third: appear- 
ance, Hylton suggested to O’Malley that they try 
something new in the comedy line. O’Malley, 
who'd been born in Northern England but had 
lived in London since he was eight,’ was pretty 
good at North country dialect and suggested the 
monologues; ‘which were, he recalls, “real old 
stuff” in English comedy. 

“It was just a shot in the dark,” he says, 
“and at the time, I said; ‘They probably won’t 
understand it—they’ll think it’s terrible.’ But 
we tried ‘Albert and the Lion’ on a program 
and the next day the results were unbelievable. 
Stories in all the papers about this great comic 
discovery, good, clean, domestic humor. It seemed 
they not only understood it; they liked it.”

OF THE TWO MOST POPULAR numbers, as 
O’Malley remembers it, one was “Sam, Pick Up 
Thy Musket,” the story of the soldier who 
wouldn’t pick up his musket because the ser- 
geant had knocked it over and continued to re- 
fuse the lieutenant, the major, and the colonel, 
until finafly the Duke of Wellington persuaded 
him, and announced, “Let the battle commence.” 

The other was the aforementioned “Albert 
and.the Lion,” the sad story about the couple 
who took their boy, Albert, to the seaside re- 
sort of Blackpool “known for its fresh air and 
fun.” They didn’t think much of the ocean, 
there were no wrecks, nobody drowned, and 
practically no fun at all, until they took Albert 
to the zoo and Albert poked his “‘stick with the 
*orse’s ’ead ‘andle” at a sleeping lion, O’Malley’s 
favorite lines went: 

“You could sée that the lion didn’t like it 
For turning over with ‘a roll 
He pulled Albert in beside him 
And swallowed the little guy, ’ole.”

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AFTER LEAVING "1YLTON, O'Malley started 
out doing an act at clubs and hotels, then went 
to Hollywood to appear in “Lassie Come Home,” 
“White Cliffs of Dover” and many other films, 
including playing the horse Cyril in one Disney 
film, and doing the voices of Tweedledum, 
Tweedledee, the Walrus and the Carpenter, in 
“Alice in Wonderland.” He’s been in numerous 
Broadway shows, among them “Ten Little In- 
dians” and “But Not Goodbye,” and is enjoying 
his present role immensely, especially working 
with Maurice Evans, whom he describes as “‘a 
gentleman, one of the most unselfish people on 
the stage” and “one of the best equipped men 
in the theater today.” 

On his first tour since 1937, he does miss 
being away from his wife, and his children, 
Dennis, 10, and Sheila, 7, in New York. He has 
had reports that they walked down Fifth avenue 
from St. Patrick’s Cathedral on Easter Sunday 
and that Dennis was somewhat less than formal- 
ly attired. 

‘IT have a collection of character hats,” 
O'Malley chuckled. “Old, battered hats that I 
use for comedy roles. It seems that Dennis 
didn’t have a hat so he managed to hide one 
of these until he got out onto the street and 
then put it on—an old worn brown felt. When 
his mother protested, he said, ‘Dad says I’m 
the man of the family when he’s away and if 
I’m a man I have to wear a man’s hat.’ She 
made him walk as if he weren't with them, 
anyway.”

To “Glean”’—Picking Up After 
the Main Harvest. 


ODAY people speak of 
T gleaning profit or benefits 

from certain actions or con- 
ditions, and we take this to 
mean to harvest. But strictly 
speaking: “glean” has a special 
sense, deriving from its origin 
in a particular kind of harvest- 
ing. “And she went, and came, 
and gleaned im the field after 
the reapers,” we read in the 
Bible, in Ruth II, 3. “After the 
reapers” is a significant phrase 
here. 

Shakespeare wrote: 
“To glean the broken ears after 

the man 

That the main harvest reaps.” 

And there you have the time- 
honored meaning of glean, with- 
out going into the world’s ety- 
mology. Actually, this is not 
of very much help, for the ac- 
tual source of the Old English 
“glenen” seems to be obscure. 
The Anglo-Saxon “gel,” which 
it recalls, means ‘‘a handful.” 
However, the medieval Latin 
“glenare,” with which it is con- 
nected, suggests the old Welsh 
“glan,” 
the sense of straining out. And 
this rings true enough as the 
origin of a word signifying a 
harvesting of fragments, such as 
the grain left by a reaper, fruit 
found ‘after a gathering, or al- 
most any residue found, like 
Shakespeare’s “broken ears,” 
after the reaping of the main 
harvest.

S a Welsh Rabbit always 
made with beer? Is a fon- 
due always made on top of 
the stove? And what is English 
Monkey?” These are some ques- 
tions asked recently by readers. 
I will attempt to answer them, 
although few cook book writers 
seem to agree upon the use of 
these terms for cheese dishes. 
Probably the first cheese dish 
to be called rabbit was made 
with beer. Milk is often used, 
however, and successfully when 
an egg yolk or two is beaten 
in at the last moment. 
A number of fondue recipes 
call for combining soft bread 


crumbs with cheese, adding 
beaten egg yolks and whites 
separately, and baking like’ a 


cheese souffle. Sometimes the 
same recipe is called English 
Monkey. The term is more com- 
monly used for a mixture made 
on top of the stove. 


Another recipe for a rabbit is 
sometimes known as Blushing 
Bunny. It was a great favorite 
of mine when I was learning 
to cook, as results were always 
consistent. 


If you don’t like the fancy 
title, it can be called a Tomato 
Rabbit. By the way, the original 
cheese dish was known as a 
“Rabbit” not as a “Rarebit” 
although it well deserves the 
latter title. . 

Blushing Bunny. 


One can condensed tomato 
soup, % teaspoon tabasco, 14 
teaspoon dry mustard, % tea- 
spoon paprika, 4% cup water, 
1 medium onion, sliced, 2 cups 
(42 pound) grated American 
cheese. 


Combine tomato soup, tabas- 
co, dry mustard, paprika and 
water in top of double boiler 
or chafing dish. Add onfon, and 
cook over low heat about three 
minutes, Add cheese. Place over 
boiling water and stir until 
melted. Serve on toast points or 
crackers, Yield: four to six serv- 
ings. 

English Monkey. 

One cup milk, 1 cup dry 
bread crumbs, 1 cup grated 
sharp American cheese, 44 tea- 
spoon salt, 4% teaspoon paprika, 
1g teaspoon dry mustard, 4 tea- 
spoon Worcestershire sauce, 1 
egg, slightly beaten, 4 slices hot 
buttered toast. 


Cook milk, crumbs and cheese 
over boiling water until cheese 
is melted. Add seasonings and 
Worcestershire sauce. Stir in 
egg and cook about one minute, 
stirring constantly. Pour over 
toast. Yield: four servings.

dietary fads going around in print and by word of 
mouth. According to these faddists—many of whom have 
something to sell—you're a “dietary dub” if you are lean 
and a foolish fatty if you have few pounds extra weight. 
No matter what you eat, or don’t eat, you can’t please all 
the “experts.” : 

If you take all the food faddery seriously, you can’t 
enjoy a meal. If you try to forget all the “rules,” you 
still have a sneaking suspicion that maybe You're hurting 
yourself. é' . . 

The idea that there’s a perfect way to eat to insure 
health everlasting naturally has an attraction. The idea 
that a pill or two a day of vitamins and minerals will let 
you eat anything or not eat is almost irgesistible. I'm sorry, 
but both ideas are false.

ONE REASON FOR CONCERN by dieticians regarding 
what you eat may be the abundance of cheap poor foods 
on the market—foods that displace more nutritious ones 
from your eating. Many of these are composed mainly of 
sugar. Sugar is a good food, but you can’t live healthily on 
sugar alone. You also need protein, fat, vitamins and 
minerals. 

My indignation regarding food faddists and the super 
salesmen of dietary nostrums doesn’t mean that the science 
of nutrition hasn’t contributed a great deal to knowledge 
regarding the food requirements for a healthy body. Not 
at all. But there’s so much nonsense in present talk about 
food that we ought to try te pick out the essential truths.

LET’S LIST THEM*! 

1. Don’t mistake the diets used in treating various 
diseases as ideal for yourself and other healthy people. 

2. If you’re skinny or obese, you have a special prob- 
lem. Your diet for gaining or losing weight isn’t the ideal 
diet for the rest of us to follow. 

3. If you are a healthy adult of reasonable weight, 
your appetite is a fair guide to what you should eat as 
long as you don’t cheat yourself by satisfying your appetite 
with “poor” foods containing little except sugar. 

4. You can make all the dietary mistakes in and out 
of the book for a week or two at a time without damaging 
yourself, unless you're pregnant, 

5. As long as you eat a reasonable assortment of 
foods, it doesn’t matter how you mix them or cook them. 

6. A “balanced diet” is simply a guide to eating a 
reasonable assortment of foods that will furnish your body 
with the building and repair materials it needs. These in- 
clude meats, cottage cheese, or egg whites for protein; 
green and yellow vegetables; fruits and especially orange 
juice; whole grain breads or cereals; butter or oleomarga- 
rine and milk products; and breads, potatoes, and sugars. 
Such an assortment of,foods daily provides the protein 
building blocks, the carbohydrate energy foods, the fats, 
minerals and vitamins your body needs. 

7. If your appetite is less than usual, try to eat some 
protein foods—poultry, fish, beef, pork, other meats, or 
cottage cheese or egg. If you have to skimp on some foods 


body needs them daily. 
8. Children under 12 need extra Vitamin D. A quart 
of enriched milk daily or cod liver oil supplies this.

Mamie Shaken but Game as Ike Demonstrates Model He Had for Training Program

S SOON as Capt. Eisen- 
A tower was transferred to 

tank training duty at Camp 
Colt, Gettysburg, Pa. he 
scoured the countryside for a 
house. He wanted Mamie and 
their baby, “Icky,” to join him. 

He found a house off the post 
in Gettysburg — a barn of a 
place, partly furnished. He sug- 
gested that Mamie look into the 
matter of storing their house- 
hold effects. Freight shipments 
would probably be shunted 
around for months due to war- 
time railroad congestion, or 
might be lost altogether. Far 
better to put their things in a 
warehouse and live with make- 
shifts; he did not expect to be 
at Colt too long. Ike mentioned 
that he had picked up a sec- 
ond-hand Ford with the pro- 
eeeds from the sale of the Pull- 
man auto. He had disposed of 
the old ‘car before leaving San 
Antonio. 

Word of Mamie’s impending 
departure spread up and down 
Infantry Row. Before she had 
time to arrange for warehouse 
space, a neighbor made a morn- 
ing call and appeared surprised 
to learn Mamie was going to 
wear herself out packing the 
furnishings of the apartment. 
No experienced Army wife ever 
thought of moving anything but 
antiques from post to post; they 
sold and bought as they went— 
it was as simple as all that. 
Mamie showed only mild inter- 
est at first, but the older woman 
pressed home her argument. 
New people coming in to Fort 
Sam would snap up the whole 
kit and kaboodle, and Mamie 
would have a lump sum to buy 
second-hand things.either at 
Camp Colt, or some other post. 
Out of one pocket, into another. 
Just a good, sound custom 
among Army wives. Mamie 
wavered and said she would 
sleep over the idea. 

If Mr. and Mrs. Doud had 
been around to exert their 
shrewd trading instincts and 
experience, Mamie would have 
avoided the pitfall of selling 
under pressure. Relying on her 
own judgment, however, Mamie 
decided to accept her neighbor’s 
advice and convert the furnish- 
ings into cash. She knew noth- 
ing of second-hand _ values, 
which was why she accepted $90 
for all the furniture, plus such 
incidentals as lamps, dishes, 
glassware; even the broom, dust- 
pan and mop were included. She 
kept only the red Khiva rug, 
linens, some cutlery, and odds 
and ends. 

When she thinks back on the 
transaction, Mrs. Eisenhower 
shows unusual indignation. 
“How could I have been so gulli- 
ble?” she says regretfully. “I 
know I was young, but not that 
young; surely I could have ap- 
plied simple arithmetic and 
figured out that $90 would never 
refurnish another apartment. 
What I exchanged for nine $10 
bills had cost originally more 
than $900. It’s a wonder Ike 
didn’t wring my neck."

young when Mamie reached 
Gettysburg to set up what 
was to be the second home in 
her 21 months of married life. 


Never in the 38 years of their 
marriage, have the President 
and Mrs. Eisenhower lived in a 
home of their own. In 1950 they 
bought a small farmhouse set in 
189 acres of the historic rolling 
countryside of Gettysburg, but 
they never had a chance to live 
in it. Only recently have they 
had an opportunity to start ren- 
ovating and enlarging the box- 
like wooden house into a spa- 
cious country seat., President 
aaonnarerty of hopes some day to 
improve the breed of the dairy 
herd,’ and his wife is looking 
forward to decorating the house 
for easy country living and in- 
formal entertaining. 

Why, after 34 years, did they 
decide to buy their first .home 
in Gettysburg? Mrs. Eisenhower 
said happy past associations had 
endeared them to the commun- 
ity. “We went there as strang- 
ers in 1918 and the townspeople 
took us in and made us their 
friends,” she said, explaining 
that there had been no sharp 
demarcation between _ civilian 
and military families in the lit- 
tle Pennsylvania town, such as. 


T HE spring of 1918 was still

commonly exists in most com- 
munities where Army posts are 
situated. 

Mamie was an exhausted and 
travel-stained mother when she 
first arrived by train in Gettys- 
burg with her 7-month-old son 
“Icky.” The April journey up 
from San Antonio had stretched 
over half a week. 


Ike met her at the little rail- 
road station and lifted “Icky” 
from her weary arms, She felt 
light and young again, and burst 
into laughter. “Icky” and his 
father were such “look-alikes!” 

In the months ahead, while 
“Icky” grew and learned to walk 
in the big white-pillared brick 
house overlooking the campus 
of Gettysburg College, Ike often 
bathed and fed “Icky.” 


During her first week in the 
rambling two-story colonial 
house on Spring avenue, Mamie 
rattled around in complete be- 
wilderment; then she figured 
out how she was going to make 
the huge establishment home- 
like. The upstairs presented no 
great problem. The bathroom 
was old but workable; a large 
sleeping porch would be good 
for summer nights; two of the 
four big bedrooms could be 
closed off. But just how she 
would manage the kitchenless 
lower floor had her baffled. All 
original room partitions had 
been knocked out when the 
house had been rented by the 
Sigma Alpha Epsilon fraternity, 
making the downstairs area as 
big as a ballroom. Fortunately, 
Mamie had brought along the 
electric appliances and two-grid 
plate; so a kitchen of sorts was 
rigged up behind a screen. 


The scuffed and worn furni- 
ture was none too plentiful; 
there were no window curtains, 
and the red Khiva rug Was a 
lonely island on an ocean of 
bare flooring. A crib for “Icky,” 
pots and pans, dishes and glass- 
ware, broom, dustpan and mop, 
were purchased straight off— 
and not second-hand. They made 
heavy inroads into Mamie’s $90 
nest-egg from her “give-away 
Sale” at Fort Sam. She hoped, 
once she was more settled, she 
could hunt up used bargains in 
lamps, bookcases and the like.

KE was sstill blissfully un- 

aware of her “give-away” of 

the apartment and she hoped 
to keep him that way. 


He had never asked her di- 
rectly how much she was paid 
for the Fort Sam furnishings, 
and so long as she did not have 
to tell him, all would be serene. 
It took only one or two shop- 
ping excursions in Gettysburg 
for her to realize, from the fancy 
prices asked for inferior used 
furniture, that she had been 
bilked. The knowledge rankled 
all the more when Ike bragged 
about the bargain he had found 
in the second-hand Ford. 


It was years before she told 
bin her secret. By that time he 
thought it very funny, because 
in the meanwhile, having learned 
values the hard way, she had 
never parted with so much as a 
wornout frying pan. Her hoard- 
ing holds to this day. There is 
a warehouse in Washington 
where every purchase of 
Mamie’s, from a potholder to 
a bedstead, along with the ple- 
thora of gifts received since her 
husband became world-famous, 
is crated; boxed or barreled 
against the day they can be un- 
packed in the rebuilt Gettysburg 
farmhouse. 


Under pressure of his World 
War I tank training command, 
Capt. Eisenhower spent most of 
his off-duty hours in study. 

On evenings when Ike felt he 
could put his books and papers 
aside, there was usually a game 
of poker. Bridge, the new game 
just becoming popular, was the 
center of Mamie’s daytime social 
life with other Army wives. Ac- 
cording to the Gettysburg-born 
Mrs. Dorothy Lynch, who was 
then married to Maj. John B. 
Duckstad, a West Point class- 
mate of Ike’s, the group was 
known as “the inner e@ircle of 
the headquarters crowd.” Mrs. 
Duckstad and “Mamie were to- 
gether constantly, either playing 
cards or sitting in each other’s 
homes, minding their young 
sons. : 

A bright side of the picture 
was Ike’s rapid advancement. He 
was promoted to major in June, 
and became a lieutenant colonel 
in October. Both were tempo- 
rary war-time ranks, but yard- 
sticks of his leadership in the 
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new and untried field of ar- 
mored warfare. 

How he was able to develop 
a successful tank corps train- 
ing program, without tanks for 
the use of trainees in simulated 
battle maneuvers, was for many 
years a little known marvel of 
World War I. The War Depart- 
ment ultimately recognized his 
achievement and in 1922 award- 
ed him the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Medal. 


The citation accompanying the 
decoration said that as com- 
manding officer of the Tank 
Corps Training Center he “dis- 
played unusual zeal, foresight 
and marked ability in the or- 
ganization and preparation for 
overseas service of the technical 
troops.” 

In the early days of the train- 
ing program, someone had the 
f>resight to ship in from France 
a beat-up Renault tank that had 
cutlived its combat usefulness. 
Though it ran, and served as an 
experimental vehicle for Ike and 
his instructors, the tank re- 
mained a curiosity so far as the 
trainees were concerned. The 
situation was comparable to try- 
ing to teach infantrymen to 
shoot without rifles. All Ike and 
his staff learned «bout tanks 
was from studying reports, man- 
uals and blueprints—and from 
clanking over the training area 
of Camp Colt in the obsolete 
Renault. 

When the United States en- 
tered the war, French and Brit- 
ish tank production was still 
limited, so the United States 
Army decided to start a rush 
job of tank production by tool- 
ing up automobile factories in 
Dayton, O. Instead of diverting 
tanks for the Camp Colt train- 
ing program, the War Depart- 
ment ruled that all armored 
vehicles coming off Dayton as- 
sembly lines would be shipped 
directly to Europe. 

x *« * 
MERICAN soldiers trained 
in the highly technical duties 
of tank warfare did not come 
face to face with an American 
tank until they reached France. 
The instruction they received at 
Camp Colt was so thorough that 
the trainees needed no further 
training in France, but were 
immediately integrated into com- 
bat units and sent into battle. 


There was plenty of. “tank 
talk” at the Eisenhower dinner 
table, especially in the first few 
months of Ike’s command, when 
the success of the program still 
had to be tested in battle. His 
tension was eased after favor- 
able reports began coming in 
from France. 

Along about then, Mamie came 
out with the suggestion that 
maybe some afternoon he might 
take her for a ride in the Re- 
nault tank. She says it was a 
spur-of-the-moment whim, put 
forward jestingly with no ex- 
pectation that her husband, a 
strict military disciplinarian; 
would take it seriously. He re- 
plied that if she wouldn't com- 
plain afterward about the dis- 
comfort, he would be glad to 
give her the ride of her life; 
tanks, he said, out-bucked 
broncos. 

After supper they drove in 
the Ford to a back road. There 
was the Renault, painted and 
polished as a museum piece, 
growling and coughing like an 
irritable old giant. At their ap- 
proach a sergeant crawled out 
of the nose of the vehicle and 
gave a snappy salute. Ike 
stooped down and pulled him- 
self up into the tank, worming 
his way to the driving platform. 


Popping his head through the 
open circular conning section, 
he yelled to his wife to get 
aboard. With an assist from 
the sergeant, Mamie got her 
feet off the ground, then scram- 
bled through, steadied by Ike, 
who reached forward and 
grasped her hands. 


The motor raced, then rose to 
a roar as the heavy gear caught 
in first. The cleats slapped and 
clopped in the dust, giving the 
tank a hunching motion; then 
came top gear and greater speed, 
and the hunch became a rock 
and buck. Mamie shook like 
jelly. She hit a wall and 
bounced back when the tank 
made a sharp turn into a: lane. 

She remembers that all was 
pandemonium, that her cries 
were drowned out. It was as if 
a boiler factory were going full 
tilt in a two-by-four room. Ike 
couldn’t have driven more than 
a quarter of a mile at top speed 
when he slammed on the brakes, 
threw the motor into reverse, 
backed deliberately into and 
over a gully, then pivoted 
around and started forward 
in the general direction of the 
waiting sergeant. It is Mamie’s 


considered opinion that no boy 
at Christmas was ever more 
blissful with a tricycle. 

Mamie, with ears ringing, 
eyes smarting from _ gasoline 
fumes, drenching wet from the 
hot inftrior, knew that she was 
a sight (and Mamie doesn’t like 
to be a sight); but when the run 
was over she laughed gamely 
and slid out through the raised 
front to solid ground. She 
speaks of the experience as her 
biggest excitement of World 
War I. 


x * * 

N October 1918, time ran out 

for Dorothy Duckstad; her hus- 

band was killed in France. 
Mamie and the Army wives of 
the bridge and poker crowd were 
numbed. They knew all too well 
that if the war kept on more 
husbands would go to France, 
fight brilliantly, and never 
return. 

Ike’s promotion to lieutenant 
colonel came through on orders 
a few days after he heard of 
his classmate’s death. Ike was 
as determined as ever to be sent 
into combat. 

In the first days of November, 
Ike came home one gray after- 
noon looking happier than at 
any time since the start of 
World War I. Mamie saw his 
wide grin, and her guard went 
up. Ike could be that happy 
for one reason only. He handed 
her a sheaf of papers—his orders 
to report to Camp Dix, N. J., 
for embarkation to France on 
Nov. 18. Two weeks and he 
would be gone! She froze, 
fumbling inside herself for the 
ability to match his gladness, 

She was on trial as a wife, an
